Ralsed 103,000 
Bu. of Grain 


To seethe hundreds of Blackfoot 
Indians about town the past week 
with their gaudy apparel and ever 
happy smile would cheer the heart 
of the most grumpy. 

Happy they are, and happy they 
should be, if money can make them 
happy. 

Most of the 700 Indians of the 
reserve have done little the past 
week but spend their money and 
enjoy themselves with horse racing, 
dancing, etc. 

A couple of weeks ago they were 
paid more than $2000 as wages, and 
last week over $4000 was distributed 
among them as annual treaty anc 
about another $6000 for labor in 
connection with threshing, hauling 
and work of a general character, 
not mentioning many who received 
$5 aday for work done for white 
inen off the reserve. 

Now their threshing is completed 
for the season, the Cluny end being 
finished last week. And, if you 
please, these dear red people have 
no less than one hundred and three 
(103,000) bushels of grain to show 
for their past season’s work. And 
be it remembered about 500 acres 
of their grain was hailed last sum- 
mer, the loss being estimated at 
40 per cent. 

Two Indians near Cluny have 
each 1900 bushel of grain in the 
elevator and most of them have 
from 900 to 1000 bushels. 

When this grain is all sold they 
will have quite a’ nice pile of one 
dollar bills to count—most Indians 
prefer to have their money in one 
dollar denominations, 

However, it will be some little 
time yet before they receive all their 
money as it takes time to figure out 
all the expenses and assess each 
his portion of it. 

Then, too, Agent Guoderham and 
his staff know the ways of the red 
men and will pay.out as they be- 
lieve it most needed—many of the 
the red men are never happy until 
the last ‘‘green-back’’ is spent. 
When an Indian desires to buy a 
team of horses or anything that is 
useful to him he need only explain 
his circumstances and providing the 
amount is due him the officials not 
only turn over his money but help 
him with good advice. 

Then, too, the officials see that 
Mr. Blackfoot has an ample supply 
of seed grain on hand for next year 
and will advise him when to cul- 
tivale, sow it and thresh it. 

What is there left for him 
worry about? 

Now they may turn their atten- 
tion to mining coal, assured of an 
excellent market right here in town 
and with the farmers. 

Why should they not be just as 
happy as two sweet hearts on a 


treasure island in mid-ocean.

The announcement that the Dominion){overnment 
commandered 16,000,000 bushels of wheat held in the 
elevators at Fort William and Port Arthur last Saturday 
night has been cause for much uneasiness among the west- 
ern farmers, but the following dispatch bas relieved the 


“Winnipeg—An official wire from Ottawa to U. N. 
Bell, secretary of the grain exchange, states that the gov- 
ernment has settled the prices for the commandered grain 
No. Ll Northern $1.04}, No. 2 Northern $1.034, 
The government adds that it ‘does 


shipments in the commandered grain, and allowing the 
usual rate of 18 cents for transportation from here they 
should receive 91 cents per bushel for No, 1 Northern.” 

During the past week grain has been coming in 
rather slow and the elevators have only taken in 32,257 
bushels of wheat and 2,985 of oats, making 35,242 bushels 
of all grains, while 19 cars have been shipped out, which 
is four more than the previous week. 

There are now 152 cars on the order book aud the 
shortage situation does not seem to be improving very

After crossing the bridge you 
‘ome to the worst place of your 
je urney the Bassano hill and if you 

sve not good horses and shoes 
o them you may as well turn a- 
rsun-land take your load home. 
This hill isa fierce proposition and 
ll the hills I haye’Seen in Al- 
berta, perhaps with the exception 
of the one at Lethbridge up from 
the Belly river, this Bassano hill 
has them skinned a mile. It looks 
for all the world like climbinga sky 
«crapar 21 stories high. Up this 
aill at this time of the year, you see 

‘umerous teams crawling, stretch- 
iig, slipping, falling down and 
4etting stuck, while the teamsters 
re swearing and urging them on. 
{f you succeed in getting up to the 

»p of this hill you will stop and 
vonder where the trail is taking 

ou to for it is a funny thing about 
'/e bridge that itlands you right in 

he opposite direction from Bassano 
account of a bend in the river be- 
ww the dam. On the north side of 
‘he river you can see the¥Bassano 
vater works tower while the trail

You have little time now for 
rcfl.ction as the day which was 
young when you left home is fast 
drawing to a close and if you want 
to reach Bassano before dark you 
had better hurry on. So you fol- 
low the procession and before long 
the trail takes you around east of 
the Basrano dam, then you drop a 
few hundred feet down a steep hill 
and the trail runs falong the cana] 
that takes the water from the river 
away to where it is to be used for 
irrigation, 

The trail along this canal is not 
so bad but seems never to end, but 
at last you come to a bridge across 
it and after climbing another steep 
hill your-worst troubles are over. 
From then on you see a fine leve] 
road straight into Bassano and you 
thank your lucky atar that you have 
got that far. 

A man naturally thinks a whole 
on these long trips and my thoughts 
ran like this: ‘'We poor Queens- 
town farmers while raising more 
bushels of grain to the acre than 
almost any other district in Alberta 
are certainly up against it in gett- 
ing our grain to market. We are 
so far from everywhere and all our 
trails are more or less long and 
rough, the only difference being 
that some of them are longer and 
more horrible than others,’’ 

Still an awful lot of grain is be- 
ing hauled to Bassano right now, 
while the ice has put Cluny off the 
map so far as Queenstown is con-
